Widow of General Longstreet Wires 


She Will Help Raise Money to Pay 
Shortage. 


General Daniel E. Sickles, ninety-two 
years of age, Gettysburg veteran, who 
Is charged cy the state of New York 
with a shortage of $23,476, was arrest­ 
ed at his home in New York by a 
sheriff of the county of New York, 
General Sickles did not have to go 
to jail, because his counsel furnished 
a bond of $30,000. When the officers 
entered the generars home they found 
the old warrior sitting in front of a 
desk. 


Hardly had the formalities of the 
arrest been completed and the sheriff 
walked down the steps of the old Fifth 
avenue home than there confronted 
the old colored servant of the gen­ 
eral’s the son of the warrior, Stan­ 
ton, and his mother. They demanded 
an audience. The keeper of the outer 
portals disappeared into the gloomy 
halls of the big house. 
Presently he 
was back again with the word that the 
general would not see his wife and 
son. The two swung upon their heels 
and went back to the Hotel Albert. 


Stanton said:’ “The whole affair will 
be straightened out very soon. When 
the claim of the Bowery bank against 
the general’s Fifth avenue properties 
is foreclosed in a week or so my 
mother need only to bid the amount of 
that claim to become the owner/* 
Counsel for General Sickles, Dan P. 
Hays, telephoned the sheriff’s office 
that he had procured a bond for his 
client’s release. Thereupon the sheriff 
thrust his papers into his pockets and 
hastened to the 
Sickles 
residence. 
When the sheriff arrived at the house 
he walked up to the veteran and said: 
“I am very glad to see you, gen­ 
eral.”

“And I,” 1 said the 
general, cour­ 
teously, “am glad to see you. Did you 
receive the letter I sent you—the one 
from Mrs. Longstreet?” 


The sheriff said that he hadn’t re­ 
ceived any letters from Mrs. Long­ 
street, and the general thrust forward 
a telegram. 
It read as follows: 


“Gainesville, Ba., Jan. 26. 
“My soul is sorrowed by your trou­ 
bles. Am wiring the attorney general 
of New York that I will raise the 
money among the ragged, destitute and 
maimed veterans who followed Lee to 
pay the amount demanded if New York 
officials will allow sufficient time. We 
are not writing into our history the 
story of degenerate descendants of he­ 
roic lives. The republic whose battles 
you fought will not permit your degre- 
dation. 


“HELUN D. LONGSTREET.” 
The general received the order of 
arrest and tossed it on the table with­ 
out looking at it. He told the sheriff 
that it had cost him $600 to get the 
surety bond required. The procedure 
of arrest and release was short and 
formal.

$100,000 Theft Closes Bank. 


The High Bridgo National bank, at 
High Bridge, N. J., has closed down 
temporarily as the result of a eonfes< 
sion by Abram J. Beavers, cashier of 
the institution, that he had taken ap­ 
proximately $100,000 of the funds of 
the bank. 


J. Henry Rose, vice president of the 
institution, said Beavers has turned 
over all his property and other assets, 
about $25,000, to the bank. 
Beavers 
has not been arrested and is said to 
be in Ne*r York. 


Beavers made his confession to the 
bank officials and a meeting of the 
directors was called immediately. The 
comptroller of the currency at W ash­ 
ington has been notified. 


Fear of being found out is believed 
to have caused Beavers to confess. A. 
L. Fowler, bank examiner, recently 
visited the institution. Percival Chrys- 
tie, president of the bank, is in Cali­ 
fornia, where he went to spend the 
winter for the benefit of his health. In 
his absence Vice President Rose issued 
a statem ent in which he declared that 
no depositors would lose a cent. 


Eugene V. Debs Arrested. 


Eugene V. Debs, Socialist candidate 
for president of the United States in 
the last election, was arrested in Terre 
Haute, Ind., on an indictment against 
him in the federal court lor the third 
district of Kansas. 


Debs was charged with obstructing 
justice. 
The w arrant was served in 
Debs’ office, and he accompanied the 
officers to the office of United Sta.es 
Commissioner Orph N. Hall, whero he 
furnished $1000 bond for his appear­ 
ance. 


Debs wrote an expose of alleged con­ 
ditions in the Fort Leavenworth prison 
for the Appeal to Reason, which ^caus­ 
ed a government investigation. 


The m atter printed in tho Appeal 
was considered improper by the fed­ 
eral grand jury, and action was then 
brought against the editors for sending 
It through the mails. 


The witnesses in this case, it is al­ 
leged, Mr. Debs encouraged to leave 
the jurisdiction of the court. Mr. Debs 
brands the indictment as an effort to 
ruin the Appeal to Reason.

Senator Bourne annom.: d :h. t re­ 
ports from forty-live ^e~d 
citier of 
the country, which produce aln»cs4. hall 
of the postal revenue, showed that 
during the twelve » -K.ing days be- 
Aveen Jan. 1 and 35 a total of 5,094,027 
outgoing parcels were dispatched at *i 
cost of $395,286, or about 7.7 cents a 
parcel. 


“Under the postage rates previously 
in force, one cent per ounce,” said the 
senator, “the postage would have been 
an average of 1 8 ^ cents per parcel, or 
a total of $942,394.99, thus showing a 
saving to shippers of $547,508.12 on 
twelve days’ business. It should also 
be remembered that the usual mini­ 
mum charge of express companies is 
25 cents per parcel, whereas the aver­ 
age charge on the parcel post pack­ 
ages was only 7.7 cents.”

SEEK REDEMPTION 
OF WHITESLAVES 


John D. Rockefeller, Jr., Ex­ 


plains Purposes ot Bureau. 


fieorge J. Knscland, Who Directed Chi­ 
cago Vice 
Inquiry» and Abraham 
Flexner, Medical Examiner, Prepar* 
Ing Reports—Social Hygiene Organi­ 


zation's Fight on Social Evil. 


Among 
the foremost men of th« 
country who have given serious and 
critical consideration of the social evil 
with a view toward its humane and 
scientific abatem ent is John D. Rocke­ 
feller, Jr., of New York. 


Ever since he sat as foreman of the 
grand jury in New York about two 
years ago Mr. Rockefeller has been 
keenly interested in discovering a sen­ 
sible plan for curtailing the white slave 
traffic. 
He was largely instrumental, 
both financially and personally, in the 
organization of the bureau of social 
hygiene, started with the deep and 
earnest purpose of thoroughly investi­ 
gating the p resen t conditions of the 
social evil and of eradicating them so 
far as possible. 


Mr. Rockefeller now makes public 
the following Interesting and import­ 
ant statement as to the origin, work 
and plans of the bureau: 


“The bureau of social hygiene came 
into existence about two years ago as 
a result of jthe work of the special 
grand jury appointed to investigate the 
white slave traffic in New York city, 
which served during the first half of 
the year 1910. 
One of tho recommen­ 
dations made by it in the presentment 
handed up at the termination of its 
labors was that a public commission be 
appointed to study the social eril. The 
foreman of 
that body subsequently 
gave careful consideration of the char­ 
acter of the work which might proper­ 
ly be done by such a commission and 
the limitations under which it would 
operate. 


“So the conviction grew that in or­ 
der to make a real and lasting im 
provement in conditions a permanent 
organization 
should be created, the 
continuation of which would not be 
dependent upon a temporary wave of 
reform nor upon the life of any man 
or group of men, but which would go 
on, generation after generation, con­ 
tinuously making warfare against the 
forces of evil. 


“One of the first things undertaken 
by the bureau was the establishment 
at Bedford liills, adjacent to the re­ 
formatory, of a laboratory of social 
hygiene under Miss Davis’ direction. In 
this laboratory It is proposed to study 
from the physical, mental, social and 
moral side each person committed tc 
the reformatory. 


“Arrangements were made, there 
fore, in the early part of last wintei 
to secure the services of George J. 
Kneeland, who had directed the Chi­ 
cago vice commission investigation 
Since that time Mr. Kneland. with a 
corps of assistants, has been making 
a thorough and comprehensive surve> 
of the conditions of vice in New Yorli 
city. 


*At the same time the bureau was 
fortunate in securing the services oi 
Abraham Flexner, whose reports on 
the medical schools in this country and 
in Europe are so well known, to stud> 
the social evil and the various meth 
ods of dealing with it in the leading 
cities of Europe. 


“Based upon all of these studies 
which will probably be published b> 
December of this y e r l, it is the hope 
of the bureau that tie re may be de 
vised a practical plan for dealing with 
the social evil in New York city, a plan 
which public opinion can be brought 
to support.”

forty miles, most of them, however, 
having a much shorter range.

LIGHTS TO CALL POLICEMEN 


Largest Signal System Recently In* 
stalled In Peoria—Attracts Atten­ 
tion of Authorities. 


TO TIGHTEN TROLLEY WIRES 


Probably the largest light-signaling 
police-call system in the world has 
recently been installed in Peoria, III. 
Red Incandescent lamps are placed 
on all the police patrol signal boxes 
on the streets, and ^h en anyone at 
police headquarters wishes to com­ 
municate with a patroman on his beat, 
the lamps on the boxes nearest that 
locality are switched on. 
This at once 
attracts the attention of the patrol­ 
man, who hurries to tho signal box 
to receive instructions by telephone. 


By means of this system, a burglary 
or other disturbance can bo reported 
to the man on the nearest beat direct­ 
ly the news is received at headquar­ 
ters. 
This system has attracted con­ 
siderable attention among the authori­ 
ties of other cities, several parties 
having made special trips to Peoria.

Nearly $19,000,000 was spent in the 
anti-tuberculosis 
campaign 
in

United States during the year 1912, ac­ 
cording to the fourth annual statisti­ 
cal statement of expenditures in this 
movement issued by the National As­ 
sociation for the Study and Prevention 
of Tuberculosis. 
The expenditures 
during the year for sanatorium and 
hospital construction and 
treatment 
make the largest single item in the 
total, amounting to hearly $10,800,000. 
This is an increase of nearly $5.000,• 
000. over the same group of expendi­ 
tures for the year 1911. 
The anti­ 
tuberculosis associations and commit­ 
tees spent over $765,000, while dis­ 
pensaries 
and 
tuberculosis 
clinics 
spent over $500,000. 
Over 
$415,000 
was spent for the maintenance and 
establishment of open-air school and 
fresJt air classes, which is more than 
double the amount spent for this pur­ 
pose in 1911.

Hyde arrived as the guest of Princess 
Faamu in the course of a tour around 
the world and through her was intro­ 
duced to the people of Matautu and to 
royal dignitaries. 
It seems that these 
kindly folk were dry with a dryness of 
many seasons. 
They longed to quaff 
the king-kava, but there could be no 
such quaffing without a king. 
And 
king they had had none for, lo, these 
fifteen years. There was nothing for it 
but to make a king and take a drink. 
And thus began the short reign of the 
good King Hyde over the aboriginal 
people of Matautu. 


The 
king-kava, according to 
Mr. 
Hyde, 
is an intoxicating beverage 
much liked by the natives. 
Like the 


Clogged by Tramping of Inquisitive 
Venezuelan Crowd, It Would Not 
Open For Amerioan Aeronaut—He 
Lived Seventeen Yeare More. 


iHB man who fell 3,000 feet 
from a balloon lived seventeen 
years longer than any one but 
himself said he would. 
When 
crushed and paralyzed and despaired 
of by surgeons he insisted that he 
would survive to go up again, and he 
did. 
The great fall occurred in Ven­ 
ezuela in 1895. The man died recently 
in Edmonton, Alberta, “after an ill­ 
ness of several mo u t h s , t h e dispatch 
says. 
He was Charles Wolcott, pro­ 
fessional aeronaut 
There is no rec­ 
ord of another experience like his. 


Wolcott was the son of a Louisiana 
planter, who lost everything but his 
family in the civil war. The boy join­ 
ed a circus and became a bareback 
rider, trapeze performer and balloon­ 
ist in South America and elsewhere. 


Showed Natives First Balloon. 


On Oct 28, 1895, he was in Villa de 
Cura, Venezuela, with* the first balloon 
ever seen in that region. Oct 28 was 
the anniversary of Bolivar's birth, a 
holiday. 
Thousands of natives were 
assembled in Cura, 
They had never 
seen a balloon before, and Wolcott had 
no 
assistant to 
keep 
them 
back. 
While he was busy filling the bag 
with hot air the Venezuelans were 
fingering the ropes and parachute and 
trampling them in the mud. 


Finally the swaying balloon was in­ 
flated, and Wolcott rose between 3,000 
and 3,500 feet before cutting loose the 
parachute. 


Parachute Did Not Open. 


The parachute did not open. 
The 
mud trampled into it by the people of 
Cura had fastened the ropes as if with 
cement 
The 
aeronaut 
shooting 
straight downward, remembered that 
his best chance of avoiding mortal in­ 
jury, if such a thing could be, was to 
hit the ground feet first, so he held his

For three days thereafter he slept 
under an anaesthetic.

give up the restraining power of the 
mcst eevere penalty. 


3. 
Too many chances exist of the 
m urderer’s freedom through physical 
escape, favoritism, parole or pardon. 


4. 
Capital punishment should b* 
reserved at least for the most brutal 
murders. 


5. 
There is no other adequate pen­ 
alty. 


Again»t the Death Penalty. 


Let us now turn to the argum ents 
against 
tho 
death 
penalty. 
Two 
prominent men in the field of penol­ 
ogy and criminology have presented 
their arguments systematically. First. 
W arden Wolfer, for many years head 
of the Minnesota State penitentiary, 
writes: 


“I am and always have been op 
posed to capital punishment for th« 
following reasons: 


“1. 
Because I do not believe that 
capital 
punishment 
Is 
in 
harmony 
with and abreast of the best thought 
of modern civilization. 


“2 
Because it seems wrong for the 
state in every sense to take what It 
cannot give. 


“3. 
Because 
human 
life 
is 
the 
prerogative of Divine Providence. God 
alone can give It and he alone in his 
divine wisdom has the right to take 
it away. 


“4. 
Because statistics do not show 
that 
capital 
punishment 
prevents 
homicides. 


“5. 
Because the whole scheme of 
punishment should carry with it a 
chance for repentance and reform, 
whether tho offender is ever released 
from prison or not.” 


The leading criminologist in this 
country is probably Prof. Charles R 
Henderson of the University of Chi 
cago. 
He is the American representa­ 
tive on the International Prison Com­ 
mission, composed of representatives 
of all civilized nations. 
Dr. Hender­ 
son puts his reasons thus: “I am op­ 
posed to capital punishment, because: 


1. 
It too often serves revenge. 


2. Not needed for the protection of 
society. 


3. 
Occasionally is Inflicted on the 
guiltless. 


4. 
Is irreparable. 


5. 
Tends to Increase brutality and 
murder. 


6. 
Diverts attention from preven­ 
tive policies.” 


Which brings us to tho question, 
is the murderer the chief factor to 
consider? 
In the protection of so 
ciety from crime, la the example of 
the 
punished 
m urderer of greater 
value as a deterrent than the possible 
reformation of the individual.

country who have given aerioua and 
critical consideration of the social evil 
with a view toward its humane and 
•cientiftc abatement Is John D. Rocke- 
feller, Jr., of New York. 


£ver since he sat as foreman of the 
grand Jury in New York about two 
years ago Mr. Rockefeller has been 
keenly interested in discovering a sen- 
sible plan for curtailing the white slave 
traffic. 
He was largely Instrumental, 
both financially and personally, in the 
organization of the bureau of social 
hygiene, started with the deep and 
earnest purpose of thoroughly Investi- 
gating the j)res€nt conditions of the 
social evil and of eradicating them so 
far as possible. 


Mr. Rockefeller now makes public 
the following Interesting and Import- 
ant statement as to the origin, work 
and plans of the bureau: 


"The bureau of social hygiene came 
into existence about two years ago as 
a result of ithe work of the special 
grand jury appointed to investigate the 
white slave traffic in New York city, 
which served during the first half of 
the year 1910. One of the recommen- 
dations made by it In the presentment 
handed up at the termination of itfl I 
labors was that a public commission be 
appointed to study the social evil. The 
foreman of 
that body 
subsequently 
gave careful consideration of the char- 
acter of the work which might proper- 
ly be done by such a commission and 
the limitations under which it would 
operate. 


"So the conviction grew that in or- 
der to make a real and lasting Im- 
provement In conditions a permanent 
organization 
should be created, the 
continuation of which would not be 
dependent upon a temporary wave of 
reform nor upon the life of any man 
or group of men, but which would go 
on, generation after generation, con- 
tinuously making warfare against the 
forces of evil. 


"One of the first things undertaken 
by the bureau was the establishment 
at Bedford Hills, adjacent to the re- 
formatory, of a laboratory of social 
hygiene under Miss Davis' direction. In 
this laboratory it is proposed to study 
from the physical, mental, social and 
moral side each person committed tc 
the reformatory, 


"Arrangements 
were made, 
there 
fore, in the early part of last wlntei 
to secure the services of George J. 
Kneeland, who had directed the Chi- 
cago vice commission 
investigation 
Since that time Mr. Kneland, with ti 
corps of assistants, has been making 
a thorough and comprehensive surve> 
of the conditions of vice In New Yorli 
City. 


"At the same time the bureau was 
fortunate in securing the services oi 
Abraham Flexner, whose reports on 
the medical schools in this country and 
in Europe are so well known, to stud> 
the social evil and the various meth- 
ods of dealing with It In the leading 
cities of Europe. 


"Based upon all of these studies 
which will probably be published b> 
December of this yeil, it is the hope 
of the bureau that tiere may be de- 
vised a practical plan for dealing with 
the social evil In New York city, a plan 
which public opinion can be brought 
to support.'

Red Incandescent lamps are placed 
on all the police patrol signal boxes 
on the streets, and 'vhen anyone at 
police headquarters wishes to com- 
municate "With a patroman on his beat, 
the lamps on the boxes nearest that 
locality are switched on. This at once 
attracts the attention of the patrol- 
man, who hurries to thi> signal box 
to receive instructions by telephone. 


By means of this system, a burglary 
or other disturbance can bo reported 
to the man on the nearest beat direct- 
ly the news Is received at headquar- 
ters. This system has attracted con- 
siderable attention among the authori- 
ties of other cities, several parties 
having made special trips to Peoria.

There was a time when the keepers 
of lonely lighthouse 
stations 
were 
greatly to be pitied, and when some 
went Insane from solitude. Soon these 
men will be in touch with the affairs 
of tho world, and learn the news aa 
quickly as the man who reads tho 
latest editions of the newspapers. 


For it has been proposed that in 
some of tlie lighthouses along our 
coasts a wireless equlpmont should 
bo Installed, and supplement the work 
now done by the beacon light 
The 
advisability of doing this is being care- 
fully considered by government ex- 
perts, and tests are being made with 
these "blind lighthouses," as they are 
called, 
. 


This plan seems very reasonable. 
Today these great land beacons throw 
out a flash signal or sweep or light, so 
that a vessel can recognize a particu- 
lar lighthouse miles at sea. 
In very 
clear weather the most powerful of 
these lights are visible upward of 
forty miles, most of them, however, 
having a much shorter range. 


A warning 
by wireless 
may, of 
course, be thrown hundreds of miles 
to sea, telling a vesel many hours 
in advance that she is approaching a 
dangerous 
coast, 
writes 
Francis 
Arnold in the St. Nicholas. 
Nor is 
this all. For, in the experiments now 
being carried on, these wireless signals 
dc more than warn ships at sea of the 
perils of the shore—they actually en- 
able a ship to calculate its exact posi- 
tion, even should it be in the midst of 
the thickest fog or most blinding 
storm. The wireless, or blind, light- 
houses flash their position, and the 
master of a ship receiving messages 
from two or more such points on shore 
can readily figure out his own position 
by a simple process of trlangulation.

Million 
Dollars

Nearly $19,000.000 was spent in the 
anti-tuberculosis 
cáinpaign 
In 
the 
United States during the year 1912» ac- 
cording to the fourth annual statisti- 
cal statement of expenditures in this 
movement Issued by the National As- 
sociation for the Study and Prevention 
of Tuberculosis. 
The expenditures 
during the year for sanatorium and 
hospital construction and 
treatment 
make the largest single item in the 
total, amounting to hearly $10.800,000. 
This is an increase of nearly $5,000,. 
000. over the same group of expendi- 
tures for the year 1911. The anti- 
tuberculosis associations and commit- 
tees spent over $765,000. while dis- 
pensaries 
and 
tuberculosis 
clinics 
spent over $500.000. 
Over $415.000 
was spent ior the maintenance and 
establishment of open-air school iwid 
fresJt air classes, which is more than 
double the amount spent for this pur- 
pose in 1911. Official, state and mu- 
nicipal expenditures outside of 
the 
maintenance of institutions, which are 
included in the other totals, amount- 
ed to $280,000. In addition to these 
figures, about $500,000 was spent by 
hospitals for iqsane and penal insti- 
tutions in caring for their tuberculosis 
inmates.

Call up all you re- 
member of the mystery of the east and

There you have the 
scene. 


But the thirst? It was the thirst that 
bestowed unsought royal honors upon 
Frederick Bulkeley Hyde, millionaire 
Washington clubman and globe trotter. 
It all happened in the island of Savali, 
in the Samoan group, and it hapi)ened 
this way: 


A King 
of Folly. 


Hyde arrived as the guest of Princess 
Faamu in the course of a tour around 
the world and through her was intro- 
duced to the people of Matautu and to 
royal dignitaries. 
It seems that these i 
kindly folk were dry with a dryness of 
many sfeasons. 
They longed to quaiT 
the kiufr-kava. but there could be no 
such quaifing without a king. 
And 
king they had had none for, lo, these 
fifteen years. There was nothing for it 
but to make a king and take a drink. 
And thus began the short reign of the 
good King Hyde over the aboriginal 
people of Matautu. 


The 
king-kava, 
according 
to 
Mr. 
Hyde, 
is 
an 
intoxicating 
beverage 
much liked by the naUves. 
Like the 


HE man who fell 3,000 feet 
from a balloon lived seventeen 
years longer than any one but 
himself said he would. 
When 
crushed and paralyzed and despaii^ed 
Of by surgeons he insisted that he 
would survive to go up again, and he 
did. 
The great fall occurred in Ven- 
ezuela in 1895. The man died recently 
in Edmonton, Alberta, "after an ill- 
ness of several months." the dispatch 
says. 
He was Charles Wolcott, pro- 
fessional aeronaut 
There is no rec- 
ord of another experience like his. 


Wolcott was the son of a Louisiana 
planter, who lost everything but his 
family in the civil war. The boy Join- 
ed a circus and became a bareback 
rider, trapeze performer and balloon- 
ist in South America and elsewhere. 


Showed Natives First Balloon. 


On Oct. 28, 1895, he was In Villa de 
Oura, Venezuela, with-the first balloon 
ever seen in that region, 
Oct 28 was 
the anniversary of Bolivar's birth, a 
holiday. 
Thousands of natives were 
assembled in Cura. 
They had never 
seen a balloon before, and Wolcott had 
no 
assistant 
to 
keep 
them 
back. 
While he was busy filling the bag 
with hot air the Venezuelans were 
fingering the ropes and parachute and 
trampling them in the mud. 


Finally the swaying balloon was in- 
flated, and Wolcott rose between 3,000 
and 3,600 feet before cutting loose the 
parachute. 


Parachute Did Not Opon. 


The parachute did not open. 
The 
mud trampled into it by the people of 
Oura had fastened the ropes as if with 
cement 
The 
aeronaut 
shooting 
straight downward, remembered that 
his best chance of avoiding mortal in- 
Jury, if such a thing could be, was to 
hit the ground feet first, so he held his 
legs rigidly straight 


Within 200 feet of the earth the para- 
chute opened, but it was going so fast 
that the air split its o<yrerlng in half

Now whore shall we stand on this 
question? 
Let us go first for the an- 
awor to those men who have 
dealt 
with prison populations, men In the 
service oi' the state and 
recognized 
by the American Prison

are just and progressive. 


First, as to those who believe in 
capital punishment, Warden 
Sale 
of 
the state prison of North 
Carolina 
writes as fellows: 
"Persons of crim- 
inal 
tendency, 
and who 
would

hesitate to commit high crifne, would 
bo less deterred from doing so if they 
knew that they would only receive a 
life sentence. 
I boliovo that to abol- 
ish capital punishment would tend to 
increase crime. 


S^ea Need of Severity. 


"The individual who would steal into 
the home at midnight or entice 
the 
Innocent into dens of vice and destroy 
that which he can't give Is unfit to 
live 
in 
any 
community 
and 
should 
therefore pay the penalty by forfeit- 
ing his life. 
The murderous, danger- 
ous criminal who after his 
commit- 
ment to the prison becomes sullen and 
morose, refuse3 to obey rules and reg- 
ulations and upon whom 
punishment 
has to be meted out in order to secure 
from him a partial obedience to the 
rules grows under these circumstances 
worse, becomes desperate and would 
take any chance to effect his escape, 
even if It were necessary secretly to 
take the life of his 
keeper, for 
he 
knows that there le no greater punish- 
mont than the life sentence, and hence 
would not mind commiting any crime 
that would secure to him liberty or re- 
venge for an imaginary worng. 
Not 
only would the lives of keepers 
bo 
endangered but those of inmates 
as 
well."

United States should bo incarcerated, 
I believe that the laws should be so

should be accomplished by obliterat- 
ing their 
identity 
They 
should 
be 
known only by numbers. 
They should 
be kept in ignorance of the outside 
world. 
They should be allowed to see 
no visitors and none save Federal in-

Agalnit the Death Penalty, 


Let us now turn to the argument» 
against 
tho 
death 
penalty. 
Two 
prominent men in the field of penol 
ogy and criminology have 
presented 
their arguments systematically. First. 
Warden Wolfer, for many years head 
of the Minnesota State 
penitentiary, 
writes: 


"I 
am and always have 
been

posed to capital punishment for th« 
following reasons:

Because I do not believe 
that

is 
In 
harmony 
with and abreast of the best thought 
of modern 
civilization. 


"2 
Becauso it seems wrong for tho 
state in every sense to take what It 
cannot give. 


"3. 
Becauso 
human 
life 
is 
the 
prerogative of Divine Providence. God 
alone can give it and he alone In his 
divine wisdom has the right to take 
It away. 


"4. 
Because statistics do not show 
that 
capital 
punishment 
pi'eventa 
homicides. 


"5. 
Because the whole scheme 
of 
punishment 
should 
carry 
with 
It 
a 
chance 
for 
repentance 
and 
reform, 
whether tho offender is ever released 
from prison or not." 


The 
lea<Iing 
criminologist 
in 
this 
country is probably Prof. Charles R 
Henderson of the University of Chi 
cago. 
He is the American representa- 
tive on the International Prison Com- 
niission, composed of representatives 
of all civilized nations. 
Dr. Hender- 
son puts his reasons thus: "I am op- 
posed to capital punishment, because: 


1. 
It too often serves revenge. 


2. 
Not needed for the protection of 
society. 


3. 
Occasionally is inflicted on tho 
guiltless. 


4. 
Is irreparable. 


' 5. 
Tends to Increase brutality and 
murder. 


6. 
Diverts 
attention 
from 
preven- 
tive policies." 


Which brings 
us 
to tho question, 
is the murderer 
the chief factor to 
consider? 
In 
the 
protection 
of

clety from crime, is the example of 
tho 
punished 
murderer 
of 
greater 
value as a deterrent than the possible 
reformation of the individual. 


Hanging Not a 
Deterrent, 


I have a letter from Warden Hoyle 
of 
San 
Quentin 
prison, 
California, 
written recently, in which he 
says: 
-•I think it is generally believed that 
the death penalty has not materially 
lessened tho number of murders com- 
mitted in this state."
